‘‘We  find  if  we  can  get  the  stu- 
dent involved  in  research  early 
that  they  learn  faster,”  he  said. 

THE  PROGRA>I,  which  covers 
the  period  September  1,  1965  to 
August  31,  19^  provides  for  six 
stipends  of  $600  each  to  promis- 
ing undergraduate  students  for 
participation  in  research  during 
the  academic  year  and  an  addi- 
tional six  stipends  of  $200  each 
for  summer  research  participa- 
tion. 

The  objective  of  the  program  is 
to  increase  the  capacity  of  the 
student  for  independent  research. 
Participants  will  be  chosen  main- 
ly from  juniors  and  seniors  of 
high  academic  standing.
